Tho ti-.ivolcr who visits the eapilal 
of Jauiiilca should yii'ay for clear we:i- 
ihcr, without wind. Wbeu the wmer 
of the harbor Is rultied liy hreews Uio 
hidden city is obseurcd from view. 
But on a cloudless, still day. when 
tbe sufl'acc of tlio sea is perfootiy 
smooth, the ruins of tlio phnntuni 
city luay be plainly seen in the deplhs 
of the trnnspin-ent wafer. 

As One Sees Thtnss. 

The syU'c of the old eathedviU is the 
must" piomiuent objeei Jn ibb clear 
water, i'ou cau see ibe lislies in/.t.y 
swlmuilut- lu and out among the ralli- 
ed lurretB, more suggestive of owls 
jinil bats ihan of the tinny Inhiibitnnts 
of the sea. Occasionally glimpses caii 
be had ol the luius of othei' bulUlUius 
— bnilaings which tor more than two 
eeutuvlcs hove kept theU- ghastly se- 
crets, and will keep them until the end 
uf time. , , ,1 

Down there in that pciiceiui deplh, 
lie the bones of three thousand men, 
woman, and children carried down into 
the sea with their homes ou that awfni 
June day in 1002. An eurthtjuuke, 
suddenly, liud without warning, smote 
ihc prufllyiate city of Port Hoyal, 
which slid Into tho sea. The wntera 
opened uud swailowod it up, and there 
beneath tlie sHeni waves was bidden 
ilie wiciieuacKs and ueuauchcry oi ii 
community described by historians as 
bciut' uiinost without parallel, 

The survivors said it was the ven- 
geance uf God, and lilceued li lo the 
desiructlon of Sodom and Gumorruh. 
And In very truth the history of the 
city seems to show the uueeasiug 
wrath of Ulvlue power. From the 
richest cltv of its time, It has dwindled 
Into inslsullicance, unijl now it Is a 
most wretched place, used only as a 
uavol station. Disaster after disaster 
bus overtaken it. After the earth- 
quake the town was re-bulU, only to 
be completely destroyed by lire In 
1703. On Augusi 22iid, 17a'2, It was 
swept Into tbe sea by n hurricane. It 
was once more reconstructed, but a- 
Stdn, iu l*(li>, ?t was reduced to ashes, 
uud us (.'tscBnUy as 1880 it wns visited 
by another bni-rleiine. Every disaster 
was a I tended hy .^'I'oat loss of life. 
City of Port Royal, 

The city of Port Boyal was orljilu- 
ally built upon a narrow strip of loud 
e.KteudJiif' out lulo the sea, which 
accounts for Its strange dlsuppeurauce 
at the time of the carthqunkc. Like 
tlie house of the foollnh man of Biblic- 
al lore, which was bulldcd upon the 
sand. It literally slid into the water 
wbcu the earthquake shock came. 

Previous to that fateful seventh day 
of June, 1G02, Port Koynl had been 
kuown as "the Bneat lown In the West 
Indies and the richest spot In the 
world," It was, as It noiv Is, a Brit- 
ish colony, but there was little either 
In its govermncnt or In its cttstoms of 
British morality. Wo are told thnt 
ti wn? ti pl!'.'.-^ of ltisu!'!ou= UebavieJi- 
evy ; thnt In tbelr excesses the colou- 
IstB rivalled the pfoflipiites of ancient 
Home. Euccanccrlag and piracy were 
t'ecoKUlKCd industries. The treasure- 
ships of Spain wore legitimate prey. 
The rlchCH of Jle.vico and Peru were 
levied upon, and the people of .Tainaica 
were literally rolling In wealth aixl 
splendor. Vice and debauchery held 
•swa.y. Bacehaiiallnn revels whleli 
mlifht put to shame the dwellers In 
the Orient were of nluUtly occurreuee. 
There was absolutely no virtue. 

And like tbe crack of doom came the 
earthquake. The tlmnder of the ele- 
ments Boundca lu the ears of the hecd- 
h'Sfi revellers.

"1 made towards Morgan .s lorlc, 
because 1 tliought to be there seen rest 
fidiii falling houses, but as 1 was going 
I saw the earth open and swallow v\> 
:i multitude of people, and the seii 
uioHuilng in upon them over llie fui'tl- 
licatlous. Moreover, tho liirg<' anjl 
fjimous burylng-groulld was destroyed, 
and the KCU washed away liie careiise^. 
'Hie harbor was covered Willi ileiiU 
bodies, lloatliig up and down." 
History Kepenls Itself. 

The Incident described above is I'V 
no means so Isolaied a one iia a super- 
lleiul observer would imagine. Kiirih- 
qmikes, Uoodej, Btorms, cyclones, ertit>- 
(lou.s, plagncH and wars have, from 
lime Immemoraliie, strlckcu Indiviil- 
UiilB, cliles, and nations when ha^/ 
1-x.liecieu. iiou wiii not Ue mi»'i»i'u- 
Ills loug-aufteriug Is great, hui not n»- 
liiiilted. When the re»ov.rces '."f Hi« 
grace Imve exliauBtcd themselves la 
Invitations, then Justice strikes ilie 
blow. The sins of man will devour 
him, if not forgivcu. Sins agaSn.-^l 
licalth will be pauished by disease ; 
ihe Kins of a city will rcbooiul upuu 
it In fearful retribution, and uiitiuii 
after nation, which rose through rlglit- 
eousuess, justice, aud mercy, to po\iL'r 
;iiid Inlliieiicc, linvo been dashed to 
pieces ou the rocks of pride, pre- 
snnipllon and Indulgence. God lailgh>i 
at the calamity of a dcilant people, ami 
Ills decrees cannot be cs'aded.

At llm end o( tbe Kbindmii f.f Uomc 
iliu Koveruuieut of tbe cHy was, nsi 
bii.s been slated, lu the Uiinds of 
iwii executives, elioseu yeui'ly by ibe 
lieople nud eiilled Consuls. They wci'" 
liudled In tiielr power by the Seuiite, 
!i <-..iin<'il of rutrleiaus (.uohlea). ^;lulseu 
■ bv the I'ntrleJiiuE fioni auiouK then- 
nil luber, and also lucludluB nil who 
iiuil been Coiisiils. 

The I'lebelnuB feuuijuon people) sue- 
eoeded. lu time. Hot to be Hiiut out. 
Tlie richest of tlieni fiu-nieil n body, 
ealled the lCa!(,'lits. who lind boVje.s 
like the Putrlclans. Under Scrvlns 
TuliluB also the cily ivhm divided into 
Kix tribea, lu charge of n trlluiue. to 
wiileb over it and briup up blM uiou 
to wnr. l''nrther, every liv'o yeiira the 
pooldn were nnmborcd nud divided 
iiiUi cenlurieti (hundreds), eiieli of 
which eliose n permii, who voted lu 



iKie.sliojis of peace nud war. Xevei- 
Uioless, the rHlrlelans uad always tiie 
!,'i-cnte.'!l: nin.1oi'lly lu these meetiu^s 
^eolnitlu). 

The Consuls were alway.s attoudeil 
l,v iwo lleloi-s, who earried Inindles of 
rods lietj around an a.xe— tbe Ursl to 
.seourge oDtendera, the lattei- to be- 
head eriniluals. Two Judses tried ot- 
feuders, two (puiostora nltended publle 
bulldint'«, and two ceusors uuiubeved 
:>nd loirlnterad the people. 

Tlie priests were also chosen from 
amoug the imtrielims. As n whole, 
tlie Itomnus were very relli;lous nud 
Sravo, aceordiag to their notions of 
reliK'ou and duly, 

Oiilv' fiee-!)!>rn Uomaus were alloweii 
to v,-0!i!- a tosK, whieh v.iiE ;i Ions 
white woollen garment, with purple 
i>ilp-in(r. Hoys Tvove ii shnrr luulo unlil 
tiie ajje of Heveiileen, vvlien they be- 
came of age nud received ibolr toga, 
as well an an Individual auuie. 

As a rule the Homnus were not rich, 
ilii.y luid iheii- own faruy, \vlileh they 
eiiltivated with the aid of lliolr souk 
and Hlaves, The Plobeiflus leased thel:- 
liiKd froiu the PatrlelniiB, also owned 
inauv HbO])H lu Home. 

Mnrrliiges were eolebraled with n 
Kiierliicc, and by tlie glvlug of a rlu;:. 
The bride was then led over the 
bridegroom's tbresbliold, wbel'O a 
Kheepskid was spread, to sicnlfy Hint 
she siiould spin the garinents for lior 
hualinnd and family. 

Unch ninu ivas nb.soluto master of 
hlH own liouHC, and held the life and 
death of his adult Kons lu his hnnd,s.
